When lie has escaped from 
the hog pen he hun ts up six or seven 
buckets an d crawls through a wire fen ce 
to milk twen ty-seven cows. 
These an i­ 
mals wait un til he has the bucket n early 
filled , when they kick it over, aimin g so 
that the con ten ts will kalsomin c such 
parts of his clothin g as the hogs have 
spared . 
Now an d then they vary the mo­ 
n oton y by kickin g him in stead of the 
bucket, which makes himVfred an d home­ 
sick. 
When the cows have been milked 
an d he goes to feed the horses, he fin d s 
the little sorrel maro d oubled up in the 
man ger with colic. 
He then has to mix 
up some acon ite an d water, which he at 
tempts to pour d own the an imal’s mouth, 
when it hits him on the teeth with its 
fore feet an d makes him wish he had 
n ever been born . 
He works aroun d all 
the morn in g with the old mare an d then 
proceed s to curry the d un mules, which 
try to see which can kick the hard est, 
an d by the time he is through he looks as 
if he had passed through a corn sheller. 
When he has fed the hen s an d watered 
the cattle an d hun ted three hours for a 
twen ty cen t pig, an d chopped half a cord 
of elm for the house, an d carried forty 
buckets of water for the horses, an d shell­ 
ed three bushels of corn by han d , aud 
shoveled a road through ten feet of sn ow 
an d milked the cows an d curried the 
mules, an d d octored the old mare again 
in the even in g, he goes to bed , an d gets 
up again in the morn in g four hours be­ 
fore d aylight an d commen ces the whole 
thin g over again .

Water an d air arc 
alike [» Diluted an d ren d ered d an gerous to life 
by the placin g in the earth the lifeless lumps 
of clay which will in time JU* resolved in to 
their n ative elemen t, but which, in the mean ­ 
time, give forth n oxious exhalation s. For 
this reason the practice of in tra-mural burial 
has been d on e away with, an d mod ern 
cem e­ 
teries are placed as far as |**Ksible from 
mun icipal cen ters. 
In lieu of in humation ^ the scien tists of the 
presen t ilat^ have d evise^ four method s, 
n amely, * un ^u i m, comtfi&fius, coluig mid 
electro-pluft» ,# . Cremation is on ly the classic 
fun eral py/e/but without an y of its un pleas­ 
an t an d re oltin g atten d an t« . The bod y is 
red uced to a han d ful of ashes by in ten se heut 
In a furn ace, so arran ged that n othin g d is­ 
agreeable tran spires d urin g the process. 
The process of cokin g is similar, but in ­ 
stead of liein g burn ed the bod y is exposed to 
a flame Jess heat an d red uced to a hard , brittle 
substan ce in stead of to ashes. 
Cemen tation d oes n ot d eal d irectly with the 
bod y but with its en viron men ts. It con sists 
in hermetically sealin g the coffin by a coat of 
the fin est cemen t all roun d it. The ad van ­ 
tages of a sarcophagus are secured in this 
way without its expen se, 
But the latest method an d on e which is 
growin g in to popular favor is electroplatin g. 
It is the application of n perfectly even 
metallic coatin g to the surface of t he bod y 
itself by the same process which prod uces an 
eleetrotyjM* plate. The method is briefly this; 
The bod y is washed 
with 
alcohol an d 
sprin kled over with fin e graphite powd er, to 
in sure the perfect con d uction of electricity. 
It is then placed in a bath of metallic solution 
con tain in g u piece of the metal to \m used . 
To this is attached the positive pole of a 
stron g Twit lory, the n egative pole is applied to 
the IxmIv an d a fin e film of the metal at on ce 
begin s to cover the bod y 
perfectly an d 
even ly. This ma\ Ik* kept up un til the coat­ 
in g attain s an y d esired thickn ess. 
To this pr» >eess there would seem to lie n o 
valid objection . In effect it tran sforms the 
corpse in a beautiful statue, form, features 
an d even expression bein g* perfectly "pre­ 
served . No chan ge is brought about in up 
pearan ee, except that face an d figure are 
covered with a shin in g veil, through which 
the familiar lin eamen ts appear with all thrir 
well remembered characteristic« an d 
presMon .~-8an Fran cisco Chron icle.

HENRY AND DONELSON. 
Henry and Donelson were Important Con­ 
federate stations. 
Henry was captured Feb. 
6, 1862. 
A rising young brigadier general, 
named Ulysses S. Grant, was at the head of 
tho force that took it. 
The victory called for 
the first time the attention of the country to 
this officer. 
The victory at Fort Henry, too, 
was, strictly speaking, the beginning of the 
turning of the tide In favor of tho north. 
A 
gloom like the fog of a winter's day ha»l been 
on tho country till then. 
Men in the north 
were sighing for a hero—a mail who should 
l»e strong enough to take tho head of aHuTs 
and turn heart sickening failure 
to victory. 
The hero was developing, though they 
know it not. 
lie who was to lift the cloud 
was the sili'iit man that, even in the midst of 
the victory * f Fort lHaielson, was “ too busy 
to write n word.” 
A notable point is the shortness of Grant's 
dispat lies at all times. 
A few messages, of 
i.»it many bn» a, to his gu; orior officer tell tho 
t-tory cl both Henry and Pone Ison. 
Gen. 
Halicck, then at B t Louis, was in cmimmu 1 
of the department of tho Mis. » uri

He added these words: 
‘T shall take and destroy Fort Donelson on 
the Btii and return to Fort Henry.” 
But be hud undertaken a larger contract 
than even ho could till in the time bo pro- 
jx>sed. 
T h e freshets ami overflows, which al­ 
ways work such mischief in the south and 
west, prevented, for one thing.

leading to Donelson were a sen of mud.

the backwater of creeks on each side of the

Tho Cuml>erland runs north at the point 
selected lor Fort Donelson.

Th** bluff upon which Donelson stood wu- 
*»!f was what wn> 
i bostioned earth 
»oints projecting

teri**s were erected on th*» slopo of tho bluff 
toward the river.

a. ro s l Ik* mud sea. betwoen Henry'and Donol- 
bon by land, he sent Foote vvitli six gunboats 
around by water. 
They were obliged to go

distance to the mouth of the Cumberland to 
Fort Donelson. 
Foote had to make a circuit 
of i >0 miles to go twelve. 


T H E C A R O N D E L K T . 
The Carondolet is a gowl illustration of the 
old-fashioned gunboat. 
It was the first to 
arrive on the morning of Thursday, Feb. 13. 
It opened Are. 
It nmy bo mentioned that the 
old Corondelet, with tho same commander, 
Capt. VV'alke, was also tho first to afterward 
pass down tho river under tho batteries at

Upon it were cn*»'ted very thick 
w*>o»len walls The«» slojsnl inward nn.l were 
about eight feet high. They were plat.sl with 
heavy iron. 
Insi»le was a single heavy mor­ 
tar, with ammunition lielow the water line. 
There was also a tent for tho gunners within 
the walls. 
These mortar Isiats wero considers 1 for­ 
midable twenty-five years ago. 
But such i s 
the improvement made since then in destruc­ 
tive warfare that one shot from even n num­ 
erate sized gun of tho kind now nude would 
knock nn old fashioned mortar boat into 
flinders. 
One youthful Confederate 
gunner 
ois- 
tinguished birawlf gallantly at tho lower 
water battery at Fort Donelson. 
V\ liile 
Foote’s gtml/oats were ¡leppering the batter­ 
ies to the right and left, this youth, John G, 
Fm pia, stood j*>rfectly straight at his gun. 
taking aim and firing as coolly as if ho had 
been squirrel hunting. 
“Now, boys,” said he, “see me take a chim­ 
ney.” 
Ih* airn«*d at the smokestaf*!: of an advanc­ 
ing gtiulm&t. 
It fell, carrying with it the 
flag. Frequa threw hij cap in tha air, yelling 
defiantly. 


Again the nervy l>oy took aim, elenr and 
straight. 
Shortly ho sent 
a ball directly 
through a porthole, and then the gunlioat fell 
back disabled,

FO U R 
D AYS’ 
FIGH TIN G. 
To toll the truth, army officers do not 
always write the clearest English, not even, 
alas! regular army «»fleers. 
It is difficult, therefore, for the historian to 
gather from the colonels’ and brigadier gener­ 
als’ reports, just how a battle was fought and 
how and where tho troops stood. 
Grant’s re- 
jMirts and orders, what there are of them, ore 
mcxiels of clearness, brevity and simplicity. 
From thorn we gain inore clear-headed knowl­ 
edge than from most of the rest. 
Immediately on the fall of Fort Henry, 
Gen. Halieck began forwarding fresh troop* 
and supplies as fust as possible for the reduc­ 
tion of Donelson. 
Boys, on whose cheeks the 
rose had not yet given plat» to tan, regiment«, 
as Judgo Force says, “so freshly formed that 
they had hardly changed their civil garb for 
soldier’s uniform,” wero hurrie«l to the front 
to help out Grant at Donelson. 
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T L A N O F S IE G E . 
Feb. 11, 1802, the general order was given 
Grant’s men to march from Honry to Donel- 
koii. 
There were two roads; one, the W ynn’s 
Ferry road, leading to Dover south of Fort 
Donelson, the other north of it some dis 
tunce. 
The two came together not fur from 
the fort, the northern road leading directly 
to the fort. 
Along these two roads the men marched, 
starting the morning of Feb. 12. 
The First 
and Second divisions moved forward. 
The 
First division was commanded by Gen. John 
A. MeClernand, the Second by Gen. C. F. 
Smith. 
They moved forward, McClernand’s 
division by tho right hand or southerly road, 
Smith’s by the northerly or left band road 
They came together two and one-half miles 
from Donelson. 
McClernand’s forces took 
the right wing south of Donelson, Smith’s the 
left wing north of Donelson. 
Later word 
was sent to Gen. Lew Wallace, who had re­ 
main«« I at Fort Henry, to bring up the Third 
division. 
He arrived on the 14fch (Friday) 
and took position with his division in the 
center. 
Thus the Federal forces invested Donelson 
in form of a crescent. 
A diagram of their 
position would show them as follows: 
Sm ith’s division. 
Wallace’s division. 
Donelson. 
McClernand’s division. 
There w as some skirmishing on the evening 
of the 12th between the pickets of the two 
armies. 
On tho Kith the battle liegan in 
earnest. 
C ol W m . K. Morrison, of the 
Forty-ninth regiment of Illinois \ olunteers, 
had charge of a brigade that day in McCler­ 
nand’s division. 
His brigade had some of the 
toughest work of the whole Do.ielson fight. 
Their work was to assault Money’s battery, 
on the Confederate left, at once the most con­ 
spicuous and inaccessible of the entire line of 
works. They started to climb up hill over 
the tangled and terrible “black jack” abatis, 
A double tiro of Imttery and infantry raktvl 
them fore and aft. 
On«» they fell back, and 
were re enforced. 
Four regi ments started up 
the hill a second time. 
They were met with 
a hotter tire than before. 
Shrapnel and rifle 
balls flew into their teeth thick as bail. 
They 


»«»reed their way farther up the at»a:.s, in**n 
wavered and fell haek once more. 
A «’uri»ius fact a«l*le»l to th# complications 
of the fight at Donelson. 
The Confederate 
Frees were largely uniformed in brown j**ans. 
The *i<*ad leaves of the scrub oak were alm«)st 
tin* exact color of this cloth. 
The Federal 
forces, therefore, in climbing the abatis, could 
not tell what was leaves ami what was Con- 
f«derate s«)ldi< rs till a line of Are in their fa«*es 
t«*l*l them the «lifference. 
The thir«i tim«« Morrison’s briga«le storm««! 
lli<* heights. 
This time they climbed quite to 
the rifle pits. 
The line in front c f them was 
one sheet of fire, awful and deadly. 
Just 
then a musket ball struck Col. Morrison in the 
hip. 
The future Illinois political leader reeled 
iu his smhlle and then f«*lltothe ground. That 
*nde«l the desperate assault, an«l Money’s bnt- 
;,*ry remain»*«! untaken. 
Another <»f the curious iundents «>f war, 
tm»l a ;-ad on**, happen«*«! here. 
The flashes 
from the guns set ilre to tin* thiekly cluster­ 
ing «lead loaves. 
They flamed up like «Iry 
straw, 
consuming 
tho dead, 
dying and 
wounded soldiers who lay nliout in stune spots 
as thickly as the leaves themselves. 
A con- 
iderahle number of the helpless ontvs were 
buriu’d to «loath. 
Col. Heiman, who had dis- 
t¡aguish« <1 himself at Fort Henry, was in 
oommuiid of the Confederates at Money’s bat­ 
tery. 
Hi« men leaped over in front of their 
works, after the assault, and saved such as 
they could. 
So the night of Thursday, the Kith, came 
and wore away. 
Up to the arrival of Lew 
Wallace, on Friflay, tho Federal forces en- 
gngod nunilieml only 15,000 men. Thocnemy 
(lid not kn»iw it, Imt they w’ero without sup­ 
ples. 
The roads wero too heavy to transport 
food and munitions, and these Im«l been sent 
around by water. 
The morning of the 14th 
the Union soldiers were absolutely without 
f« mm!. 
During the night n storm of snow and shn’t 
came on. 
It was terrible. 
The men had not 
dared to slt'op «luring the night. 
They could 
n*>t build fires, for these would have lieen 
merely so many targets for musketry ami ar­ 
tillery from the fort. 
Thero were no shelter 
tents for them. 
Dawn found them numb and 
stiff with the cold, their clothing wet through 
to the skin and frozen on their backs. 
Col. 
Crafts J. W right, Thirteenth Missouri, sat 


upon ft log wrapped in his blanket dll 3 o’clock 
in the morning. 
So the Federal soldiers stood the night 
through. 
At dawn the light liegan to shine 
upon a bitterly cold day. 
Fires were built 
toward the rear then, and «'ompanies, in turn 
relieving one another, went back nnd thawed 
their frozen garments and made coffee. 
But they hail no f«xxl, not a bite. 
Their 
only breakfast was coffee, and thus they made 
ready to face tho day. 
For the Confederates in the fort it was not 
a whit more «comfortable. 
They lay ujxm 
their arms all night in the trenches. 
And 
yet nobody on either side was disheartened. 
The Confederate soldiers were full of light 
and enthusiasm. 
A t noon the Federal Gen. 
Lew Wallace and his Third division of min­ 
gled veterans and raw recruits arrived into 
camp in the center with cheers and songs 
and bugles sounding. 
Gen. Walla«*e rode 
immediately to Grant’s headquarters and 
dined with him on crackers and coffee. 
The 
general was nearly as badly off as his men. 
It was this day that the interchange «»f 
courtesies between the fleet and the fort l«x>k 
plac*e. 
Meantime there was not much lighting on 
land. 
Ho-enforcements were arriving for 
Grant, and were being poste«!. 
Grant's troops were distributed over a line 
nearly four tnilos long. 
His own bea«i- 
quarters were at the log house of Mrs. ( 'ri q>, 
two miles from Dover, at the head of Hick­ 
man creek. 
It was a little to the left of the 
center of his army, ami between the tlivisions 
of Lew Wallace and Gen. C. F. Smith. 
So having arrange«! matters to suit him, 
Grant sat down in the midst of his blue cres­ 
cent of soldiers to starve out Fort Donelson. 
On their part, the Confederate generals in­ 
side tho fort wero «juite aware of their peril. 
The night of tho 14th Gens. Floyd, Billow 
and Buckner held a council and resolved to 
cut their way out of the fort through th«* 
Federal lin«*s next morning. 
Ten thousand 
troops were set apart for this grand sortie. 
The Confe«ierates too hatl been re-enforced. 
Brig. Gen. Floyd was tho last to arrive, on 
the morning of the Kith, with 4,(HK> men.

troops who had had no food all «!ayr. 
They 
passed the night in the snow and sleet, with 
out tiros or shelter. 
Gen. McArthur ha«l had 
no time to Iswome a«'quninttd with the nature 
of the ground. 
He only knew that he faced 
Fort Donelson. 
The Confederate «lesign wa. 
to make a dash and get cavalry in his n*ar, 
and then with cavalry'to rear of him. infantry 
before, he would lie powerless. 
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So ldier* do no t alway s find it ea#y to fight 
o n a fulF sto mach, but McArthur*» men had 
fasted thirty -six ho ura. 
In this state o f hun­ 
ger they were when they heard at 5 o ’clo ck in 
the mo rning the tiring o n Oglesby o n their 
left. 
As so o n as it was heard, witho ut wait­ 
ing fo r o rders, McArthur fo rmed his empty 
sto mached men in line o f battle. 
They to o k 
a liv ely hatld in the fight. 
But presently a 
wo rse tro uble than empty sto mach s co n­ 
fro nted them, ajid that was empty cartridge 
bo x es. Befo re that o bstacle they were indeed 
po werless, and so the brigade fell back so me 
hundreds o f y ards to the rear 
an d to o k u p a 
new p o sitio n . 
It is su fficien t to say o f them 
that to ward n igh t they go t o n e sq u are 
meal, 
and then mo v ed o v er 
to I h e left o f th e 
Federal 
fo rces to 
su p i» o rt 
the tro o ps 
figh tin g th ere. 
Th e mo rn in g p ro gressed. 
It l» egan to lo o k 
in deed as if Pillo w was go in g to carry o u t h is 
th reat to “r >11 th e en emy o v er.*’ M cArth u r's 
b rigade 
h ad 
cru mb led 
away . /S o h ad 
Oglesb y 's. 
M cfdem an d’s div isio n was in th e 
grav est dan ger. 
In th e cen ter, I» ew Wallace, 
with th e Th ird div isio n , was ly in g in activ e. 
His o rders were to act o n th e defen siv e an d 
watch th e Co n federates to p rev en t th eir es­ 
cap in g h is way . 
Pillo w’s div isio n, in deplo y ing, spread wider 
and with r, and mo re and mo re to ward Lew 
Wallace. 
McClemand's div isio n began to 
wav e r. Three Co nfederate batteries. Mauey ’s, 
Po rter’s and (» rav es’, po ured a steady fire into 
it. 
Buckner was adv ancing, to o , with his 


men , Kith Fo rrest’s cav alry flittin g ab o u t th e 
o u tskirts. 
The three Federal batteries had ex hausted 
their ammunitio n. 
T-y lo r’s alo ne had fired 
that mo rning 1,7 00 ro u ids. 
Buckner had o r­ 
dered an adv ance o f three regiments befo re 
no o n. 
They had been mo l with a blinding 
fire fro m Co l. W. II. 1.. Wallace’s brigade. 
Sno w fly ing in the air co nfused them so that 
they co uld no t see their way lies ides, and 
they fell back to their entrenchments in dis­ 
o rder. 
But presently Buckner gathered his fo rces 
and came gallantly o n again. 
MeClernand sent wo rd to Lew Wallace to 
aid him. 
In the alisence o f po sitiv e o rders 
fro m headquarters Wallace declined to mo v e. 
Tho place grew ho tter and ho tter. 
Co l. 
J o hn A . Lo gan was wo unded. 
MeClernand 
again sent wo rd to Wallace, and this time 
Wallace 
o rdered 
fo rward 
Co l. 
Cruft's 
brigade, the first in his div isio n. 
Hero an un­ 
fo rtunate mistake o ccurred, and sev eral regi­ 
ments o f Federal so ldiers fired into each 
o ther, do ing serio us damage. Cruft's brigade 
to o k the places o f McArthur’s ex hausted men. 
Cruft’s men fo ught gallantly , but at length 
fell back so me distance and to o k up po sitio n 
near the ho spital. 
When Lo gan was wo unded he suggested to 
Co l. T. K. (V. Ranso m, o f the Elev enth Illi­ 
no is, to tak e his place with the Elev enth. 
Ranso m, to o , had been wo unded, but had had 
his wo und dressed. 
Bo th were hero es that 
day . 
Lo gan’s regiment was quite o ut o f am­ 
munitio n, therefo re fo rced to fall back, when 
tts co mmander went to hav e his wo und 
dressed. 
The Thirty -first marched back fo r 
ammunitio n, leav ing the Elev enth alo no in 
the fray . 
But tho Elev enth was utta<*k<*d no t 
o nlv in fro nt, but o n bo th flanks, and finally 
bro ke and retreated. 
Gen. Wallace still waited, with his div isio n 
in line, fo r o rders fro m Grant. McClemand’s 
seco nd message had been that his flanks were 
turned and his who le co mmand was endan­ 
gered. 
It was then that Co l. Cruft’s brigade 
was sent to his relief. 
But tho Co nfederate 
billo ws still swept o n. 
Fugitiv es fro m the 
fight scattered do wn the hill behind Wallace’s 
div isio n. 
A mo unted o fficer gallo ped by . He 
had lo st his head co mpletely , and sho uted to 
the general: “ We are cut to pieces.” 
Th en Lew Wallace to o k the respo nsibility 
o f th e o rder o f b attle upo n h is o wn sh o u lders. 
In stan tly h e o rdered 
up his th ird b rigade, ('o l. 
Tb u y er co mman din g, an d th rew it acro ss l» e- 
tween th o b ro ken tro o p s an d th e adv an cin g 
Co n federates. 
Oth er regimen ts were b eh in d 
o s a reserv e. 
Ho h ad b arely go t th em in lin e 
w h en Pillo w an d Bu ckn er, co mb in ed, swep t 
do w n u p o n th em. 
Th e b rigade sto o d like a 
ro ck. 
Ilero was so me o f th e mo st sp len did 
figh tin g o f th e war. 
"Th e First Neb raska regimen t an d Wo o d's 
Ch icago ligh t artillery receiv ed th e sh o cks 
first, an d h ere at last th e Co n federate b illo ws 
were th ro wn b ack. 
Th ey h ad stru ck a sea 
wall, an d co u ld sweep n o fu rth er. 
“ Th ey 
with drew',” .said Gen. Bu ckn er, “in so me co n ­ 
fu sio n , b u t with o u t p an ic, to th e tren ch es.” 
It was ab o u t no o n. 
Th is was 
\ h e <*wl o f th e 
so rtie. 
Lo w Wallace h ad sav ed th e day at 
at Do neLso n. 


WHERE WAS GRANT? 
It may hav e o ccurred to tho reader that the 
name o f the general co mmanding, the “ bo ss” 
so to speak, o f 
them all, has 
no t been 
mentio ned. 
In the nav al fight o n the 14th, 
Co mmander 
Fo o te 
had 
been 
sev erely 
wo unded. 
He sent a message to Gen. Grant 
that as he, Fo o te, was sev erely wo unded, 
tho 
general might perhaps co me and see him, and 
ho ld a co uncil o n bo ard the flagship 
St. Lo uis. 
Grant did so , starting early o n Saturday 
mo rning. After this co nsultatio n Fo o te started 
l*ack to Cairo fo r mo rtar 
bo ats. 
The fleet lay sev eral miles do wn the riv er 
aud Grant did no t get back till abo ut 1 
o 'clo ck. 
The so und o f canno nading that 
pierced thro ugh the wo o ds gav e no idea o f 
the serio usness o f the 
situatio n. 
The co mmander immediately ro de fro m o ne 
po int to ano ther inspecting matters. 
His 
first tho ught, when he saw his battered bat­ 
talio ns was to fall back o n the defensiv e, and 
wait till Fo o te came back with a fleet and re- 
enfo rcements. 
A t 3 o ’clo ck in the 
after­ 
no o n he 
calkx l M’Clernand and Wallace to - 


*‘l saw that either side was ready to giv e up 
if the o ther sho wed a lx >ld fro nt, and I deter­ 
mined to do that v o ry thing." 
So the co mman der b ecame stro n g an d 
seren e again , as u su al, 
in stan tly th ere 
was 
activ ity . 
Gen. C. F. Sm ith ’s fo rces o n 
the 
righ t o f th e Federal lin e h ad 
n o t 
y et 
taken jwirf in th e figh t. 
Th ey were o rdered 
u p . Gen. .Smith h imself, with lo n g, gray h air, 
a co lo r liearer b y h i* side, ro de alo n g th e fro n t 
o l h is lin e, a strikin g, in sp irin g figu re. 
He 
to ld h is men h e h imself wo u ld lead th em, an d 
directed th em wh en n ear en o u gh to ch arge 
b ay o n et o n th e rifle p ita 
Th e sign al was 
giv er., th e co lu mn mo v e» I fo rward an d was 
met b y a ro ar o f mu sketry fro m th e rifle 
p its. 
Co l. Tu ttle was in th e lead with h is Seco n d 
Io wa regimen t. 
Th e adv an cin g lin e wav ered 
a mo men t u n der th e fin 'th at mo wed it do wn , 
th en steadied an d wen t irresistib ly o n. Wh en 
with in ran ge o f th o (’o nf« *d» .*nite mu skets Co l. 
Tu ttle sh o u ted tjo h is men , “Fo rward!” Th en 
th ey made th e rattlin g b ay o n et ch arge. 
It 
dro v e th e Co n federates fro m th eir wo rks an d 
Smith 's men o ro u p ied th em. 
In th e midst o f 
ch eers an d sh o u ts fro m th e wh o le div isio n th e 
Stars an d Strijies were p lan ted u jx m th e 
wo rks o f Fo rt Do nelso n. 
Th u s it was all 
o v er with th o Co n federate righ t, 
Ov er o n the Federal right McClemand’s di­ 
v isio n had 1h‘cii swept fro nt tho gro und it o c­ 
cupied in the mo rning. 
Altho ugh Lo w Wal­ 
lace’s men had cheeked the retreat there and 
sto pped the so rtie, y et the gro und held 
by 
MeClernand in the mo rning had no t !>een re­ 
taken. Grant o rdered Lew Wallace to retake 
it. 
As so o n as Oen, Smith’s div isio n liegan to 
mo v e, Wallace was to attack to o . 
Thus the 
Co nfederates wo uld lie engaged o n bo th right 
and left. 
Grant ro de do wn the riv er to see 
that Smith was carry ing o ut the o rder o n his 
side; then he hurried up to tho right to watch 
Wallace s men ex ecute their co mmand. 
At no o n it lo o ked 
as if v icto ry was perched 
o n the Co nfederate standard. 
Tho Wy nn’s 
Ferry ro ad, which had been o ccupied by Mc- 
Clemand, was o pen fo r the Co nfederate re­ 
treat. 
Buckner had acco mplished what lie 
bad been o rdered to do . Tho 
time just befo re 
Grant o rdered tho reno wed attack in the af­ 
terno o n had been tho go lden 
mo ment fo r es­ 
cape. 
It teas lo st. Buckner had halted, wait­ 


ing fo r bis artillery and reserv es to fo llo w 
him 
o ut o f tho intrench men t s. 
Pillo w had tele­ 
graphed A. S. J o hnsto n: “ On tho ho no r 
o f a 
so ldier, the day is o urs.” 
All at o nce Gen. Pillo w sent Buckner wo rd 
to co me back and take up his po sitio n within 
tho wo rks. ’ He co uld o nly o bey . 
As he fell 
liack with his men he met Gen. Flo y d. Flo y d 
was surprised, and asked what he was abo ut. 
He o rdered Buckner to stay who re he was till 
he, Flo y d, co uld see Pillo w. 
Thus there was 
mo re waiting. 
Finally Buckner, tho fighting 
general, was o rdered to cro ss to the ex treme 
Co nfederate right and sto p Gen. Smith, who 
was sto rming the wo rks. 


maud, ero d'd tho riv er upo n a sco w and 
made gi**d his escape. 
Two small steamers 
fro m up the riv er came abo ut day light to the 
lauding- 
They to o k Flo y d and so me o f his 
men up the riv er. 
Fo rrest and his cav alry 
escaped o n ho rseback. The two steamer*co n­ 
tained Co nfederate re-enfo rcements, who were 
dum{ied o ut upo n sho re. 
Then Flo y d's men 
bo arded the I » o ats. 
The co nduct o f himself 
and Pillo w was regarded as unso ldierly , and 
was inado the subject o f a searching inv esti­ 
gatio n fro m the Co nfederate go v ernment. In 
an o fficial letter to the Co nfederate secretary 
o f war, Pillo w tho ught that, co nsidering the 
sacrifice« he had made fo r the Co nfederacy , 
and "tho large and dependent family o f 
gro wn up and unmarried daughter* o n his 
h an d s,” he had l>eeii v ery shabbily treated.

The

The tro o p s o f Grant’s army at Do nelso n 
were mo stly western men, many o f them 
fro m Illino is and Indiana. 
One remarkable

He held a handful o f} dispatches and seemed 
in p ro fo u n d th o u gh t, All at o n ce a light 
b ro ke o v er th e 
co mmander’s face, and -then 
all was seren e again. Of this 
mo men t he 
to ld Gen. Sh erman afterward: 


“ UNCONDITIONAL SURRENDER. 
Co l. Ro ger W. Hanso n, o f the ¡Seco nd Co n­ 
federate Kentucky , led tho adv ance. 
But 
when they reached the right it was to o late. 
The Federal fo rces were already ill po ssessio n. 
Hanso n was a brav e and acco mplished Co n­ 
federate o fficer, it is interesting to kno w 
that he an d Buckner, bo th fighting men, 
deemed tin* surrender o f Fo rt Do nelso n a 
necessity after that. 
Hanso n say s in his re­ 
po rt: 
“ 1 will take the liberty to add that up to the 
time when wo were o rdered back to the 
trenches o ur success was co mplete and o ur 
escape secure. 
“ It is also my o pinio n that the ex haustio n 
o f the men fro m labo r and lo ss o f sleep, to ­ 
gether with the demo ralizatio n caused by the 
lo ss o f o ur trenches o n the right, rendered 
the surrender unav o idable.” 
When night clo sed in Wallace to o had do ne 
his wo rk—regained the lo st gro und and 
cleared the hill. 
J ust when that was do ne, 
and he was within a few hundred feet o f the 
Co nfederate intrenchments, he receiv ed an 
o rder fro m (» rant to halt and fall back. Wal­ 
lace diso bey ed the o rder. 
He felt sure the 
general did no t kno w his mo v ement had been 
successful. 
Bo he to o k his o wn head fo r it, 
and biv o uacked o n the field, just where he 
was, clo se to the Co nfederates, ready in the 
mo rning to be up and at them. 
But when 
mo rning came the sun’s first ray s sho ne upo n 
a bugler, carry ing a white flag fro m Buckner 
to Grant. 
Buckner’s message pro po sed the 
appo intment o f co mmissio ners to agree upo n 
terras o f capitulatio n. 
Grant’s reply has l>e- 
eo me histo ric: 
“ No terms will be granted ex cept an unco n­ 
ditio nal and immediate surrender. 
I pro po se 
to mo v e immediately upo n y o ur wo rks." 
Buckner wro te back: “ The distributio n o f 
the fo rces under my co mmand, incident to 
an unex jiected change o f co mmanders, and 
the o v erwhelming fo rce under y o ur co m­ 
mand, co mpel me, no twithstanding tho bril­ 
liant success o f the Co nfederate* arms y ester­ 
day , to accept the ungenero us and unchiv al- 
ro us terms which y o u pro po se." 
Bo o n that Sunday mo rning, Feb. 10, 1S0A, 
the Co nfederate fo rces surrendered to Grant, 
and the sto ry o f Fo rt Do nelso n was to ld. 
Buckner had g« *sl reaso n to lie in an un­ 
pleasant frame o f mind that mo rning. A t 
midnight the night befo re a co uncil o f war 
was belli 1 jet ween himself and Pillo w and 
Flo y d. 
Buckner to ld them his men co uld no t 
stand mo re than half an ho ur’s fighting. 
Hunger, co ld and ex haustio n had do ne their 
wo rk at last. 
B e side s, there was no mo re 
ammunitio n. If his men tried to eseape 
three-quarters o f them must Ik; lo st to sav e 
the o ther quarter. 
Surrender was the o nly 
thing. 
.Flo y d and Pillo w said they wo uld no t sur­ 
render, they wo uld die first. 
Then Flo y d 
handed o v er the supreme co mmand o f the 
fo rt to Pillo w, who in turn transferred it to 
Buckner, who surrendered the fo rt. 
Pillo w, 
with so me o f his immediate perso nal co m-

OF BOGUS WINES. 


•‘Im po rted’* llranda Made la a New Yo rk 
lluseinent» I>1stillatio n o f Raisins. 
There are sev eral o ld Frenchmen in New 
Yo rk who liawe made almo st natio nal repu­ 
tatio ns as wico dealers and ex perts. 
They 
hav e abo ut retired fro m business, but, with 
the pro v erbial thrift o f their natio n, they 
still find time to tend to their sho ps a few 
ho urs diily . 
Bo rne o f them hav e largo 
restaurants in co nnectio n with their who le­ 
sale and retail wine trade, and fav o red cus­ 
to mers are o ften giv en an o ppo rtunity to 
.smack their lips o v er so me rare o ld w ne, 
who se lal>el is to o dust begrimed to be legi­ 
ble, and as they ho ld the wine to the light 
they beco me enthusiastic o v er its co lo r, 
flav o r, and bo uquet, and pro bably o rder 
sev eral do zen bo ttles o f it sent to their 
ho mes. 
No w this wine may Ik1 o ld an*1 it may bo 
new. 
It may hav e been impo rted fro m 
France, o r perchance it was pressed o ut o n 
the sunny Italian hills; but it is mo re than 
pro bable that the o ld Frenchman, unless ho 
kno ws that his custo mer has a trained and 
delicate palate, has giv en him so me wine 
that is but th** partial pro duct o f the v ine, 
and was co nco cted under the skilled ey e o f 
mo nsieur in the sub-basement o f the v ery 
establishment where it is drank. 
W hy 
sho uld o ne find fault? It is surely mo re co m­ 
plimentary in a ho st to giv e o ne the result 
o f his o wn labo r than to furnish o ne with 
that o f ano ther. 
If it is a real wine there is 
ex actly o ne chance in 10,000 that it is what 
the laliel represents it to lie. 
It may Ix * the 
o utco me o f 
a judicio us mix ture o f sev eral 
indifferent v arieties blended into a harmo ­ 
nio us who le, o r it may lie an American 
wine sailing under false co lo rs. 
Human ingenuity lias nev er y et been able 
to make wine witho ut so me small percentage 
o f alco ho l, so this element remains as a 
base fo r the wo rst o f pro ductio ns. 
As a 
rule the manufactured wines are o ffered 
either as Califo rnia wines, o r as v in o rdinaire, 
o r so ur claret. 
They are the distillatio n o f 
raisins co lo red with lo gwo o d. 
The raisins 
are placed In a v at filled with water at a 
temperature o f 00 degrees, there being fifty - 
fiv e gal Io ns o f water to ev ery hundred weight 
o f raisins. 
Bo rne sugar is o ften thro wn in 
to hasten fermentatio n, which usually lasts 
eight o r ten day s, at the end o f which time 
the liquid is drawn o ff and v . in e is made. 
It is, o f co urse pale, and it Is do cto red with 
so rno high co lo red Spanish wine, 
wh ich is 
« •heap, and then a so lutio n o f lo gwo o d is 
added. 
These wines do no t, at the mo st, 
co ntain mo re than 10 per ro nt. o f alco ho l, 
and hav ing but little tannin they will no t 
keep lo ng. 
When wine is thus pro duced it 
will no t co st in u eh . Raisins arc no t ex pen­ 
siv e, and a mo ldy article an sw ers u s well 
as o ne that is fresh . 
A no ted Fran # h chem­ 
ist has declan*I 
th at the raisin win« *, if 
no t drugged, is v astly mo re 
b eau tifu l than 
many o f tho mix tures, mo st 
o f them dele­ 
terio us, so ld fo r genuine win« *. 
This may 
giv e wine drinkers a spark o f en co u rage- 
in cu t, fo r th ere is no way o f acco u n tin g fo r 
the co n su mp tio n 
o f the eno rmo us raisin pro ­ 
ducts o f Italy , Tu rkey , Bpain and Greece, 
u n less o ne admits that they nr« * u sed to f o !:o 
th e place o f grap es.—New Yo rl. Co mmer­ 
cial Adv ertiser.

A v ery 
large building arises at the further side from 
a base of stone some <1 f eet high, and sur­ 
mounted by a balustrade of stone supported 


i by stone pillar« carv es 1 to represent sheav es 
of grain. 
This building is the reception hall 
and contains a finely curv ed throne. The 
roof is supported by ma*ts some Hu feet 
in length. 
The railing is made of ¡tuuels, 
upon which are painted lotus and other flow- 
era; in the centre a space is 
let into the ceil­ 
ing, containing the 
ro y al dragon in gilt. The 
steps lending up to the platform around this 
edifice hav e a sto ne dragon in the middle, so 
that no one may approach the king in a 
straight line. The flno painting under the 
v ery extensiv e eav es is protected from birds 
by a huge w ire netting that looks like 
a gigan- 
i 
tic spider web. 
To the left o f the receptio n hall is the sum­ 
mer pav ilio n, a finely carv ed and painted 
structure o f two sto ries, situat'd in a large 
lake o f lo tus flo wers. The lake o r po nd is 
surro unded ,by a sto ne embankment and a 
wail. Thero are two islands rising o ut o f the 
water 
and suppo rting so mo o rnamental 
dwarf pines. The pav ilio n, so me 70 feet by 
5 0, is reached by sto ne bridges made like the 
bridge befo re described, o v er the stream 
which drains this po nd. The seco nd sto ry 
is 
suppo rted o n 40 sto ne pillars get at interv als 
o f 8 feet These pillars uro all o f o ne piece, 
rectangular, abo ut 1 0 feet lo ng and 18 inches 
at the base, tapering to abo ut 1 fo o t at the 
to p. Banquets are giv en in the upper ro o m 
o f this beautiful ho use.

ings are the ho uses where the business o f the

“The business of the stage known to actors 
as tho ‘Iwick fall,’ ’’said a well known menilier 
of the theatrical profession, “has moro terror 
to the uetev and is attempted with more 
apprehension than any other mechanical 
necessity of the art. 
There are few persons 
on the stage, no m atter how long and ardu­ 
ous their cxjK rieiiee has been, who can do it, 
or who will attempt it. 
I heard Will Stuart 
say once that a famous star actress had told 
him that she would giv e her mouth’« receipts, 
and they were then among the thousands, if 
she was able to do the back fall successfully, 
as its effect on an audience is tremendous. 
But the apparent certainty that to attempt it 
would result in a broken neck or back always 
deterred her, as it has ev ery other actress, 
from making any effort to master the accom­ 
plishment—and not only ev ery actress, but 
ucfor os well. 
“I nev er saw but one limn on the stage who 
could do the back fall to perfection, and who 
j 
wasn’t afraid to do it, and that was Joe j 
Nagle. 
I guess ev ery old actor remembers 
‘Back Fall Jim*.’ His stamping ground was 
the untamed west, but bo has played in this 
city, in the heav iest of heav y parts, at the 
old Bowery theatre and later at Wood’s 
museum. 
I can’t say whether Joe is aliv e 
yet or not, but I nev er heard of his death, and 
dare say that ho is delighting his particularly 
gppreeiativ e audiences somewhere in the west, 
where he was always an immense fav orite in 
tho lurid drama. 
He was way abov e tho 
av erage melodramatic performers, and with 
the effectiv e back fall to help him he always 
brought down the house. 


STIFF AS A FALLING THEE. 
j 
“Joe Nagle was a man ov er six feet high, 
and his gigantic frame was splendidly filled 
out. He was as straight os an Indian, and to 
see that great form of his toppling ov er and 
falling backward, as stiff as a falling tree, 
and with no more apparent power of resist­ 
ance to or consciousness of tho fall than a tree 
would hav e, was something so startlingly 
realistic that it nev er failed to driv e ev en the 
coldest audience frantic. He would come 
down with a thud that showed plainly there 
was no nonsense about the fail, but at the 
same time he caught all his weight on his 
hands, the same as an actor does in the or­ 
dinary ev ery day fall on the stage. 
“Whenev er Nagle w*as to play in a strange 
company he always rehearsed this back fall 
to the members, so that they might become 
used te it, as he knew if he « prang it on ’em 
without warning it would break them up for 
the whole performance. 
But ev en after the 
perilous aerobatic feat had been done before 
tho company time and timo again, actors on 
the stage with Nagle during the performance 
were still »so frequently nerv ous and rattled 
when he came to do his fall that they would 
inv oluntarily start forward with outstretched 
hands as if to catch him, so real and Tin- 
stagy’ was the act, ov en to men and women 
nsed to all the gymnastic and acrobatic busi­ 
ness of their art. Poor Frank Murdock, who, 
although a good actor, found his best road to 
fame as the author of ‘Dav y Crockett,’ the 
pieco that made Frank Mayo rich and cele­ 
brated, came near giv ing Nagle his last Iwiok 
fall once, through this nerv ousness and in­ 
v oluntary interference in tho performance of 
the act. 
Naglo had noticed Frank’s great 
nerv ousness on sev eral occasions, and Lad 
warned him te control himself. 
‘For,’ said 
Joe, ‘if my mind is taken off of this fall for 
a seoond I wouldn’t giv e much for my neck.’ 
UNDER EXCITING CIRCUMSTANCES. 
“ One night Joe stiffened hiaiself for the foil 
undv r particularly ex citing circumstances. 
Murdock sto o d near him, and, as he after­ 
ward said, when he saw that lag 
.form o f 
Nagle’s begin to tumble o v er backward, Kko 
the to ppling o f so me great co lumn, the sight 
was so real that he co uld no t co ntro l himself, 
and he stepped quickly fo rward and stretched 
his arm o ut under the falling acto r befo re he 
regained his co mpo sure. The awn to uched 
Nagle, and, instead 
of co ming do wn o n the 
stage rigid and straight, he fell all in a heap,

In some of the great sawmill establish­ 
ments of the west, 0-foot circular saws are 
run 7 60 rev olution« to the minute. 
Run­ 
ning at 7 50 rev olution? to the minute, tho 
teeth of tho C-fcot saw are trav eling nearly 
tlireo miles a minute. 
Six-foot saws hav e 
been driv en at a»s high rate of speed as 8 8 0 
rev olutions to the minute. 
In Michigan, a 
few years ago, a Canadian company geared 
up its mill to run its 6-foot saw 8 50 rev olu­ 
tions to the minute. A sawmill at Paducah, 
Ky., which had a 7 6-inch suw and steam 
feed, cut one day 10,7 51 feet of 1-inoh pop­ 
lar boards in about sev enty minutes. 
In 
this trial the saw made no sawdust; each 
tooth tore out a strip of wood about one- 
quarter of an inch lo ng. Michigan sawyers 
hav e boa.sted o f a ’mill dropping sixteen 
1-inch 16-foot boards 
a minute, but this 
seems like an exaggeration.—Boston Budget, j
